Vy himself tr.-vois 
with a very heavy bodyguard, and laughingly referred to the "rice on bis head 
which he says has risen from *>00,000 piastres last Monday to 1,000,000 
piastres yesterday. He was told, of this ’inflation" by the local surete , 
wh? occupy a house next to his byt who have so far failed to take, any action 
against him. ■ * ‘ * !
